Future Society Divided Into 
Executive and Uilioring 
ClasB 



"The general oftcel of surphin 
wealth I» not only tho Increasi! of 
IrLstiro bnt also a rise in tho sluiid- 
.■ird of life." !5iu'h was the ossenoo of 
Hp, speech on "fnoniploymcnt or 
LeLsurc" given by Professor K. Lake 
al tho People's Forimi lust night. 

In his special field of Itibllcal His- 
tory and lîcscnrch. Professor Lake is 
an acknowledged authority. A itrndii- 
ato ot 0.\ford, ho has been on the 
teaching staff there, as well as at 
Loyden and at Harvard, 

"There have always been periods 
marked by Inequalities In the pace uf 
attaining wcnlth. The pendulum 
swinp.'^ between prosiicrlly and de- 
pression, .\ man can make more than 
ho needs to consmno and so there Is 
a surplus. Saving is merely transfer- 
red use. One way ,of using your sav- 
ings is tt) obtain leisure. 

More Men Than Needed 

"There comes a time when the at- 
tempt to raise the surplus results In 
ovcrprodiiotion and unemployment. 
Jloreover, the increase In tho stand- 
ard of life during this generation ob- 
scures the fact, that there arc now 
more men than arc needed." 

As an example of this situation, the 
speaker told the audience of a steel 
mill in Pittsburgh wlierc tho use of 
a very expensive machine enabled the 
employer to replace fifty men by two 
men and a boy. Jtachlncry Is respon- 
sible for a great deal of the unem- 
ployment in lîurope. To alleviate this 
state of things, various remedies have 
been instituted. 

One of tlio v.orst remedies In the 
opinion ot Professor Lake. 1? being 
tried in Kngland, ' 'namely tho dole. 
.Many Englishmen have developed the 
high technique ot looking for Jobs 
where work docs not e.Nlst. "J'oung 
taen jirefer to draw the dole in Ihc 
cities rather than work for five shil- 
lings more in tho fields. 

"In Italy a workless man is given 
a job by tho Stato with llic result 
that few nien arc unemployed. Any- 
one may leave this arduous and, poor- 
ly paid work for another position," 

German Insurance 
1 "In Germany everyone has insur- 
ance paid In part from his wages and 
In part by the cniployei;. Having lost 
his job, lie must accept thu fourth 
offer made by the state labour bu- 
reau. 'J'his selii-nie does ;i\vay with the 
hail f<'ature,s of the Kngllsh and Hal- 
Ian methods. 

"Nature would starve such people 
for whom she could never again 
rind jobs. Tills method would raise 
life's standard. Although we cannot 
tolerate this, we must ask ourselves

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Too Much Mottcy 

WHATEVER maj' be the criticisms which 
fi'oni time to time arc brought against 
the Students' Executive Council, financial 
instability certainly cannot be one of them. 
As the recently published auditor's report 
shows there was added to the surplus 
account for the year ended 1930 an amount 
close to nineteen hundred dollars. For 1929 
the addition reached the sum of thirty-four 
hundred dollars and the total figure oppo- 
site "surplus" is now well in .excess of 
twelve thousand. 

To those uninitiated, it may be well to 
explain that the sui-plus account and all 
additions thereto represent, generally 
•speaking, profits, and are listed on the 
credit side of the balance sheet with the 
liabilities — a point which many outside the 
Department of Commerce will find a trifle 
abstruse. This surplus represents the own- 
ers' interest in the Society and is offset oh 
the debit side of the books by the various 
assets, principal of which in the present 
.case is an investment fund of seventy-one 
fdred dollars. And to complète the pic- 
E^of vXommercial stability there is an 
^a^iuit of 'IcfisK on hand in the bank^more 
than sufficient to pay off all outstanding 
liabilities twice over. 

Those to whom the Society is indebted 
for the keeping of funds have done well 
iiideed, âî^'^are entitled to all praise for 
their zeal and skill as .administrators and 
they may wèll be- gratified to see the 
accounts of the Societj' on- such a sound 
basis. 

But to the rest of us may come some 
little shadow of doubt. 'What can be the 
object in piling up a huge surplus and buy- 
ing investments with it? Very little, we 
think. But, let it not be supposed that we 
ac^ocate operation on the proverbial shoe- 
sti-rng basis. A surplus has its place, and 
there is a certain gratification in seeing 
each campus activity do just a little better 
than break even. But the piling up of a 
surplus indicates that something is wrong; 
either the Annual costs too much or the 
seats cost too much or the tickets cost too 
much. ' 

Or if the accumulated surpluses are to 
be put to work and if the stronger activities 
are to carry the weaker along why not'ih- 
coi'porate within the scope of the Council 
some of the clubs which could make use of 
a part of an eighteen hundred dollar sur- 
plus? 



Ybiir Attitude 

MOST of us enjoyed the joke about the 
young stenographer, who, when asked 
if she liked flowers, replied, "I don't know ;

We all know, or know of, the professor 
who closed hi.s books for the last time when 
he obtained his J'h.D. Often he is just one 
of those creatures who maintained the high 
school attitude through his college courses. 
What goes wth " this attitude is the 
popular, but mistaken bielief that lectures 
iind .specifically assigrifed material are all 
our work, and that if we listen carefully to 
lectu) <i.s and read the compulsory passages, 
our woi'k jîi done. .^c^'V'^.l.ly; it has only 
started. 

Pei'haps we can blame some of our 
profesKoi'fi foi- giving us so much specific 
work to do that wc have no time foj" "re- 
.seurch" on oui" own. Perhaps they are not 
confident that if we have more free time 
we will use it for individual work. 'Possibly 
^s:e have absorbed so much of the high 
sq^Qol Bystem that we cannot appreciate 
such spa)'c time even if it does appear. It is 
an attitude which we must fight off, which 
Koinutiineîî only leaves u.s when we have 
gone too fur to make uj) foi' oui- jm-cvjouh 
Rumblings.
